Tlii> Fenians. 
Tho graciona aot of Hor Maj-'Bty in 
commuting tlio eontoncos of tho Irit>h 
Fonians rocentl}' condomnod to dcnlli 
■will, it is hoped, bo |)roduot.ivo of pood 
results. It ia said that tho blood of 
tho mnrtyrs is Uio Bood of tho church ; 
and there can bo no doubt that tho 
loaders of tho Foniann have suffered a 
terrible dieappo'nlmont by tho 
refusal of tho British Govcrnmont to 
jnurlyriso at least ono of their number. 
They want a fresh crop of martyrs to 
keep tho Order alivo. Tho 3trani;o 
letter of "Prcsidont" Eoberts of JSIow 
York to Coloiiol Lj-ncb — who was 
captured during tho Fenian raid in 
Canada a year ago, and sonlonccd to 
death— in which tho valiant "Prcsi- 
dont" oxprosBod a fear that tho 
"Colonel's" nock was not to bo 
Btrotched, was one of tho most ludi^ 
orons and impudent letters ever 
poDDod. Tbo President plainly said 
that tho causo required a martyr to 
CDBure its Buccess ; and ho did not 
BOO what objeotioa tbo Colonel could 
havo to aeceuding the Boaffold, whon 
bo must bo awaro that bia death 
■would add millions in men and money 
to tho cauBo. The poor *' Colonel," 
however, failing to Bce tbo thing in 
the same light as his loader, indigo 
nantly sent tho epistio to the Canadian 
papers for publication, and gladly ac- 
cepted a commatation oi bia aentenoe 
to twonty'yeara' impriaonmont. Lat- 
terly wo fiave hoard llttlo or nothing 
of the movomonls of tho American 
Foniaus ; but by Saturday's despatch- 
es wo observe iliat tho Now Yoik 
Herald (doubtful authority) credits 
tbom with an army of 50,000 men, 
ready at short notito to invade Canada. 
Whilo wo do not bolicvo that tho 
order is actually defunct, it is cor'- 
tainly moribund, and all tho souaalion 
dcsnatchcB of the Herald will not gal- 
vanizo it into activo cxistonco again. 
It is too far gono to bo refuscilatod 
The Fenian cxcilcmont was at its 
height when Stephens was " Oring tho 
Iridb heart" in tho Slaioa by olo- 
qaenl appeals in behalf of an iavasion 
of Ireland. His treachory was tho 
turning-point to tho wbolo affair. 
TbousaadEi, utterly disgusted with the 
faiiblobsneiBiAod disboDB^,t;^ of their 
leader, abanddaed the movement in 
despair, and the failure of tbo Fenians 
in the Uoitod States to fttrnish assist* 
anco to their broibren daring the lato 
- ritvoit in ' Ireland shows to what a 
depth of insigniGoanco their frequent 
faildroj have reduced .tbom. Tbc 
order of Hor Majo-ity commutiDg tho 
Bcnteiices, has given the Fenians an- 
other blow from which thoy can 
never wholly recover, although thoy 
may atiorapt to prolong their exist- 
ence by another movomont " in
